The embattled Congress, sobered 
by top secret reports of UN re­ 
verses in Korea, awaited the pres­ 
idential pronouncement, ready to 
act quickly on any measure to lend 
suppor to U. S. forces. 
Accuses Russia 
Acheson accused Russia of giv­ 
ing “aid and comfort” to “brazen 
aggression” first by the 
North 
Korean communists and now by 
the Chinese communists. 
The secretary charged that the 
Soviets are trying to “break up the 
work of the United Nations” and 
then bluntly asserted: 
“The United Nations cannot be 
intimidated by this new challenge 
to its authority into shaking off 
its responsibilities to the people of 
Korea.”

MacArthur will not “abandon 
their mission.” 
The president told a tense news 
conference that he will meet with 
congressional 
leaders 
of 
both 
parties tomorrow to decide wheth­ 
er complete mobilization is neces­ 
sary to meet the grave threat of 
a third world war. 
Whatever Steps Necessary 
Mr. Truman indicated that the 
U. S. will take whatever steps are 
necessary to win ultimate victory 
in Korea regardless of what action 
is taken by the United Nations in 
the current debate at Lake Suc­ 
cess. 
The 
chief executive 
declared 
that “we are fighting in Korea for 
our own national security and sur­ 
vival.” 
The president, reading from a 
prepared statement on the Korean 
crisis, said with the utmost em­ 
phasis: 
“If aggression is successful in 
Korea, we can expect it to spread 
through Asia and Europe to this 
hemisphere. 
“We may suffer reverses as we 
have suffered them before. 
“But the forces of the United 
Nations have no Intention of with­ 
drawing from Korea.” 
Decision Up To Red China 
Mr. Truman said he hopes it 
will not be necessary to use the 
A-bomb, but he added quickly that 
the decision rests with Red China 
and made it plain that the dread 
weapon will be used if the Com­ 
munists overlords continue their 
savage onslaught. 
The president said that after

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AGENT OF RUSSIA 


All agents of a foreign government are now required to 
register with the attorney general of the United States. That is 
not a punishment, but a precaution. There is nothing wrong, 
per se, with acting as the agent of a foreign government. 
Nevertheless the Communist party of the United States 
has chosen to defy the registration law, and to refuse the regis­ 
tration, financial information and membership lists it should 
have made available to Attorney General McGrath by October 
23. as other agents have done. 
So Mr. McGrath, in accordance with the law—passage of 
which was opposed by New Dealers and which was passed by 
Congress over Truman’s veto—has filed with the Subversive 
Activities Control Board a 4,800-word petition, asking the 
board to order such registration, and citing evidence that the 
Communist party is indeed the agent of a foreign government. 
For Americans abreast of the news, the contents of his 
petition are old stuff. The petition states, for instance, that 
throughout its existence the Communist, party has never know­ 
ingly deviated from the views of “Russia, the Russian Commu­ 
nist party, the comintern or cominform,” and other leaders of 
the world Communist movement. Again, “the Communist 
party now receives and . . . in the past has received financial 
aid” from the same sources. The party and its members con­ 
sider “the allegiance they owe the United States as being 
subordinate to their loyalty and obligations to the government 
of the Soviet Union.” 
From its inception, moreover, the party’s leaders have 
been and “are subject to and recognize the disciplinary 
pow er” of Russia and other world Communist agencies.” 
All this is what Americans said when Roosevelt first was 
handed the idea of recognizing Soviet Russia and immediately 
accepted it as the sort of thing that was right down his alley. 
It is what Americans, in and out of Congress, said when Tru­ 
man derided their charges as “Red herrings.”

BIG JOB FOR CITIES 
In all parts of the country, according to a report of the 
American Municipal Association, cities are making slow pro­ 
gress with the job of organizing to combat air attacks that 
would certainly come in case of war. 
The report says bluntly that most cities would be unable 
to do more than a small part of what would be needed in the 
event of an atomic attack. They are not ready to put forth the 
concerted effort that would be required to keep the damage 
and the casualties at a minimum, bury the dead, care for the 
wounded, maintain order, rally the unhurt to the hard de­ 
mands that would be made upon them. Some cities have drawn 
up good paper plans, but few have made more than a start at 
putting these plans into effect. 
They may be understandable reasons why the cities have 
not gone forward faster. The report pictures many city offi­ 
cials as complaining that the federal government hasn’t told 
them what to do in any detail. Some say they cannot go ahead 
with a real civil defense organization until they find out who’s 
going to pay for it and they evidently think Congress should 
come in at that point. State governments are also blamed for 
not showing more initiative. 
But, despite the validity of these explanations, the fact re­ 
mains that the cities cannot expect more than a certain 
amount of direction and stimulation from the federal govern­ 
ment. The cost of preparing every possible atomic target to 
meet attack will be heavy—and Congress cannot be expected 
to assume more than a small part of it. Nor can Washington 
undertake to defend scores of communities across the land.

INABILITY TO READ WELL 
IS HANDICAP 
When a child in the third or 
fourth grade is a very poor reader 
there may have been many rea­ 
sons why he is, including unwise 
home treatment. 
The mother of a boy, eight, who 
entered the first grade at five, 
writes: "His reading is very poor. 
The more we scold him about his 
reading, the worse it gets for him 
to read. 
When his father helps 
him he scolds him because he can’t 
read the lesson. 
Then the boy 
cries. 
He says he won’t go to 
school if we don’t stop bothering 
him about that old reading. 
“His reading doesn't seem to 
hold a bit of interest for him. He 
will read one sentence. 
Maybe in 
the next line he will have some 
of the same words but not know 
them. He is slow and jumpy when 
he does read. 
We have had his 
eyes tested once a year and the 
eye specialist put glasss on him 
for his school work. He is the only 
one in his grade (fourth) in a one- 
room rural school. 
The teacher 
is making him use his third reader 
again but letting him study from 
his other fourth grade books. 
"At times my son feels he is 
slighted when his father shows 
his sister, five, more attention. 
Could this have any effect on him 
in his school work? 
Work on Machinery 
‘‘He can work on any of the ma­ 
chinery on the farm. 
His father 
encourages him to help him to do 
the work on the machinery. 
But 
the main problem is his schooling 
and reading.” 
1 wrote this mother personally 
in about this way: Too bad the 
hoy entered the first grade so 
young. 
It’s fine that dad helps 
this boy to repair and use the farm 
machinery. 
I wish dad would 
write or go to a number of places 
where farm machinery is sold and 
get a number of folders and cata­ 
logues which have pictures and 
descriptions of machinery. 
There 
are also some sections of such in 
the more popular mail-order cata­ 
logues. 
I can imagine this lad 
poring over such materials and 
looking at the pictures and "dig­ 
ging out’’ the words, phrases and 
sentences related to them. 
Your 
boy has really not been reading 
but just pronouncing words with­ 
out meaning. 
Teacher Is Wise 
His teacher is wise not to give 
him a harder reader. 
She would 
be wiser still lo give him a read­ 
ing book of the second grade or 
even of the first. 
Or she might 
find other more interesting, pic­ 
tured books of first or second 
grade difficulty. It-would be very 
funny if not so tragic to see so 
many teachers in the ungraded 
rural schools giving a child books 
far too hard for him. 
The moment either of your feels 
the least bit angry while helping 
with his lessons, walk away as un 
fit to be in his presence. You and 
dad should read to him from pic 
tured materials related to the farm 
and some stories he enjoys. 
Feel Worthwhile 
Both of you should have more 
good times with this boy and make 
him feel worthwhile, feel he is 
loved, and loved just as much as 
his little sister 
He will feel this 
when he is scolded no more often 
than she is but praised as frequent­ 
ly as she is. 
Too bad this boy 
started in the first grade so young. 
But you can do nothing about that 
now. 
Let younger parents take 
note.

No Character Like MacArthur 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30—No character like General Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur has ever before appeared in American history. It may be his 
long self-imposed service in the Orient or perhaps it is the peculiar 
era in which we are living that has called forth this remarkable pro­ 
consul. But more than likely it is the‘unique temperament and char­ 
acter of the man which produced the general. 
The long and often sharp controversy MacArthur has carried on 
with the Pentagon over the conduct of the war in Korea is nothing 
new in his career. It is a kind of climactic struggle, just as the Korean 
war is in itself a climax in the MacArthur drama. This and a following 
column will deal with that drama. 
The latest phase of the controversy between Washington and 
Tokyo involved the question of whether Communist troop concentra­ 
tions in Manchuria across the North Korean border should or should 
not be bombed. MacArthur, in a series of messages to the Pentagon, 
complained that he could not be expected to conclude the Korean war 
if Communist reinforcements could be moved up from a “privileged 
sanctuary.” Therefore, he argued, the only choice was to bomb and 
destroy those concentrations. 
One Of “ Hottest Potatoes” 
This confronted the joint chiefs of staff with one of the hottest 
potatoes tossed to them in their brief but troubled history. 
It was 
difficult to see how war with China could be averted if such bombings 
were carried out. 
Yet, the dilemma of the commander in the field had a strong 
appeal from Army Chief of Staff J. Lawton Collins, and even for the 
chairmen of the joint chiefs, General Omar N. Bradley. Nearly 20 years 
ago MacArthur was chief of staff of the army, and, as navy men like 
to remark, this makes him a member of one of the most exclusive and 
loyal clubs in the world. 
The warmest opposition came from Admiral Forrest Sherman, chief 
of naval operations. 
Sherman brought General Hoyt Vandenberg of 
the air force around to his way of thinking. Together they prevailed 
upon bradley and Collins. 
Hot Exchange With MacArthur 
That, at any rate, is the navy version of what happened. It may re­ 
flect resentment and anger going back to World War II. While he has 
somewhat glossed it over since. Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, chief of the 
navy through most of the Pacific operation, carried on a continuous and 
often hot exchange with MacArthur on the conduct of the war in that 
theater. It ended at one point in a virtual break in relations between 
the two. 
Those who knew the ins and outs of these inner conflicts always 
look to MacArthur for the last word or gesture and the word as though 
to retaliate for having been overruled by Washington. 
He flew in his 
unarmed transport plane deep into Communist Chinese territory and 
°\er known enemy fighter bases. And he promised to end the war and 
bring the boys home by Christmas. 
This last produced several private explosions in Washington. One 
of the loudest, as might have been expected, came from the navy. Even 
though fighting should be ended, said navy men, there would not be 
sufficient ships to do a mass transport job. They recalled, with some 
malice, that in the official and confidental drah notes of President 
Truman’s meeting with General MacArthur on Wake Island in October, 
there is a MacArthur reference to getting at least half the boys home 
in time for Thanksgiving. 
Greatest Dismay 
But the sounds of greatest dismay came from state department 
planners. They have been assuming that it would be necessary to keep 
a considerable number of troops in Korea after the shooting stopped to 
make sure that order was restored and that Democratic self-govern­ 
ment. should have at least half a chance. In this connection the presence 
of thousands of armed Communist guerrillas throughout Korea is a 
factor that must be taken into account in trying to put the countrv to­ 
gether again. 
t 
J 
Over MacArthur’s plans for the landing at Inchon the Pentagon did 
some fussing. In the face of tides running from 30 to 40 feet it was an 
incredibly hold operation. There were those who said that almost as 
much could be accomplished by a landing at a less hazardous point. 
MacArthur Prevailed 
MacArthur prevailed. The Inchon landing was a magnificent sue- 
cess. 1 heard a distinguished British general Jay that in h”s opinion it 
was one of the most briLiant feats in all of military history. 
MacArthur is a great general, as the record abundantly shows. But 
he seems often such a wayward politician-diplomat; a proconsul who 
acknowledges no superior; living out a drama that owes not a little to 
his own romantic imagination. He has won plaudits and hero worshin 
such as are given to few men. 
But it sometimes seems as though for 
him, in his loneliness and his isolation, it could never be enoueh

Truman Asks 
38 Million For 
Aid To Tito 


Bus Service In 
County Still On 
Part Time Basis 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30—(INS) 
— President Trum an asked Con­ 
gress on W ednesday for 38 million 
dollars in economic aid to Yugo­ 
slavia which he declared is “keep­ 
ing Soviet power out of one of 
Europe’s most strategic areas.” 
The President sent a special 
message to Capitol Hill shortly af­ 
ter the State D epartm ent urged 
approval of the 38 million dollars 
in food shipm ents because M arshal 
T ito’s 
Communist 
regim e 
is 
a 
“force for peace in Europe." 
Mr. Trum an said that the inde­ 
pendence of Yugoslavia is of vital 
concern to the United States and 
other free nations. 
He declared that the Tito gov­ 
ernm ent “is defying the savage 
threats of the Soviet Im perialists, 
and keeping Soviet power out of 
one of Europe’s most strategic 
areas.” 
To Meet Emergency 
The 38 million dollars to m eet 
what the President described as an 
em ergency 
situation, 
would 
be 
added to another 30 million dollars 
in food supplies already provided 
by this government. 
The President said: 
“More than two years ago the 
government of Yugoslavia broke 
its 
association 
with 
the 
Soviet 
Union and its satellites. 
This rift 
resulted prim arily from the refusal 
of the Yugoslavs to agree to the 
dictation of the Kremlin in the af­ 
fairs of Yugoslavia. 
“The Yugoslavs are determ ined 
to m aintain their independence of 
the Kremlin. 
They are m aintain­ 
ing the largest fighting force in 
Europe, 
outside 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
“The Krem lin is determ ined to 
wipe out this one successful exam­ 
ple of a form er satellite which has 
freed itself from Soviet control. 
Directly and through its satellites, 
th e Krem lin is trying to destroy 
Yugoslav independence. Yugoslavia 
is being subjected to an economic 
blockade, to propaganda, subver­ 
sion, m ilitary pressure, and harass­ 
ing border raids.” 
The President pointed out that 
Yugoslavia 
suffered 
the 
worst 
drought in its history during the 
past summer, and is now threat­ 
ened with w inter fam ine.” 
He 
added: 
“T h i s 
would 
provide 
fertile 
ground for the subversive activi­ 
ties of the Kremlin and would seri­ 
ously underm ine the capacity of 
the Yugoslav people to resist So­ 
viet aggression.”

It wasn’t long before the “fac­ 
tory” had seven employes and was 
producing 6,000 bars of soap daily, 
not to mention a satisfactory in­ 
come. 
Liang’s father sent all his chil­ 
dren abroad to learn. Marco ex­ 
plained: 
“Chioa needs a lot of people to 
build up its industries." 
Liang is doing graduate work in 
chemistry at Regis. He attended Fu 
Jen Catholic University in Peiping, 
| took his final examinations in For- 
j mosa and had his B. S. degree in 
chemistry before coming to the 
United States.

MORE ABOUT SLEEP 
Following 
the 
appearance 
of 
last week's RAMBLES on hiber­ 
nation some few called to make 
further enquiries. The questions 
asked tapped a lot of intriguing 
possibilities. One of the most in­ 
teresting was: Will an animal that 
regularly hibernates 'do so if the 
w e a t h e r remains consistently 
warm? 
Skunks, 
raccoons, 
and 
chip­ 
munks remain active during per­ 
iods 
of 
unseasonably 
w a r m 
weather. Groundhogs get drowsy, 
but will not lapse into sound 
sleep. Jumping mice hibernate if 
the temperature is between 50 and 
60 degrees. Bats in frost-free re­ 
treats sleep with brief interrup­ 
tions regardless of the weather 
outside. Curiously, bats are the 
only completely carnivorous mam­ 
mals to hibernate. 
Although most people are famil­ 
iar with the term hibernation, it 
is almost a certainty that only a 
comparative handful 
have 
ever 
heard of the phenomenon known 
as estivation. The process, like 
hibernation, envolves the reduc­ 
tion of the bodily functions to an 
absolute minimum during periods 
of extremely hot, dry or otherwise 
inimical conditions. 
Certain 
species 
of 
western 
ground squirrels accumulate fat 
during the early summer when 
food is abundant and temperatures 
favorable, and then during the 
hottest periods of summer take to 
their burrows to estivate. Usually 
their dens are so deep as to re­ 
main unaffected 
by the driest 
weather and hottest temperatures. 
Some individuals emerge for a 
short time in the fall, but most 
of them continue their summer 
■leep into that of winter, in some 


cases remaining in their burrows 
for as long as eight months. 
The champion estivating back­ 
boned animal is probably the Afri­ 
can lung fish. This fish may es­ 
tivate for periods of many months, 
burrowing down into the mud of 
the river bed when the water 
evaporates during the dry season. 
The 
fish 
together 
w i t h 
i t s 
“cocoon” of'dried mud are canned 
and shipped to various <*ities in 
this country. Even after remaining 
for additional weeks or months 
on the shelves of biological supply 
houses, upon being removed from 
the can and placed in water, the 
fish carries on as though there had 
been no interruption of the reg­ 
ular routine. 
Can 
hibernating 
animals 
be 
frozen and survive the ordeal? 
This question can best be answer­ 
ed by stating that unlike insects 
and even some of the lower ver­ 
tebrate animals like certain fishes, 
hibernating mammals must keep 
the frost out of their vitals. In­ 
sects, however, are likely to suc­ 
cumb to a succession of freezes 
and thaws. Frogs cannot, as is 
often stated, be completely frozen, 
since death ensues if the heart is 
frozen. 
What about “century-old” toads 
liberated 
from 
Indian b u r i a l 
mounds or from stone foundations 
and walls? Some years ago in 
Franklin. Pa., a toad was released 
unharmed from the interior of 
a cannon tyril plugged with a 


wooden peg some 30 years before. 
The newspaper story went on to 
state that the toad was not at all 
jealous of another buried in rock 
since 1868 and removed alive when 
the 
court 
house 
addition 
was 
built. The toad had been incar­ 
cerated some 70 years. 
You can rest assured that the 
yam was “just another of those 
old 
toad 
traditions.” 
Carefully 
conducted experiments have been 
conducted 
wherein 
toads 
were 
confined in specially constructed 
cavities in limestone and sand­ 
stone and then the blocks buried 
to a depth of three feet. 
Thirteen month« later when the 
blocks were opened, it was found 
that the toads in sandstone were 


dead. Those sealed in limestone 
died before the end oT two years. 
Further experiments proved that 
a toad can live a year sealed up 
in a block of limestone. However, 
we are sure you w’ill agree that 
even that is remarkable.

For Kids, Midgets 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. — (INS)— 
There is a new brand of automo­ 
bile seen around South Bend these 
days—a 
sleek custom-made 
job 
that goes all day on one tank of 
gas. 
But don’t get excited. It’s not for 
you, unless you want a gift for a 
youngster under eight years old. 
The autos are strictly midgets, and 
not for highway use. 
Anthony LaCava, local tool and 
die maker, built the first pint-sized 


vehicle for his four children. It 
was a neighborhood success and 
LaCava, to date, has built six oth­ 
ers. He plans to go into mass pro­ 
duction as soon as he obtains the 
necessary equipment. 
The tiny cars measure 22 inches 
high, 34 inches wide and 72 inches 
long. They have adjustable seats, 
and can be driven by a tot or adult. 
LaCava manufactures all the parts 
himself, except the wheels and the 
engines, which range in size from 
one and one-half to two horse­ 
power. A special feature is a cotn- 
bination clutch and brake, which 
starts the car when pushed down, 
and stops it when released. 
Car bodies are of molded fiber­ 


glass with wrap-around bumpers. 
All comers are carefully rounded 
in case the juniors ignore parents, 
back-seat driving and take a spill 
on a curve. This is unlikely, how­ 
ever, since the tiny autos are gear­ 
ed for an extremely low speed, and 
even with a “souped up” gear 
change would do well to break 30 
m.p.m. on the highway. Tanks on 
the midgets hold half a gallon of 
gasoline.

For No Deficit 


If the county has no unforeseen 
emergency spending between now 
and July 1, 1951, the probabilities 
are the budget will carry through 
with perhaps a few nickles left 
over. 
The general fund shows a bal­ 
ance as of November 27 of $248,- 
555.54 which would seem to be 
about sufficient if the mouthly 
average 
expenditures 
of 
about 
$35.000 hold. 
There are no heavy drains ahead 
for the general fund 
save 
for 
about $25.000 for the final pay­ 
ment on the new detention home 
and perhaps $5000 for equipment. 
Aside from these there appears 
to be no undue drain ahead. 
The 
institutional 
fund 
is 
in 
slightly worse condition. The total 
on hand as of November 27 was 
$78,343.38. The average expendi­ 
tures from this fund are about 
$12,000 per month which means a 
little retrenchment or borrowing.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 0 —The 
lives of thousands of men severely 
wounded in the Korean fighting 
have been saved by the greatly im­ 
proved modern brand of penicillin 
and certain other “wonder drugs ', 
most of of which are being used in 
war for the first time. 
This is the testimony of doctors 
treating wounded men arriving at 
the army medical center in Wash­ 
ington. 
Maj. Gen. Paul H. Streit. com­ 
manding general in charge of the 
medical center, told International 
News Service: 
“There is a tremendous differ­ 
ence between the results obtained 
with drugs in World War II and 
in Korea 
In many cases even the 
most 
cruelly wounded men 
are 
brought back without infections, 
or 
at 
least 
with 
no 
infections 
worth talking about." 
Streit was oaving tribute to the 
antibiotics, 
the 
powerful 
new 
drugs in which the product of one 
micro-organism is used to fight an­ 
other. 
Penicillin, which came into use 
in the latter days of World War II, 
still is the most widely applicable 
and valuable of these drugs 
It has 
been greatly purified and is being 
produced in large quantities. 
In 
addition, since World War II sev­ 
eral new antibiotics have been de­ 
veloped 
Instances Are Cited 
Instances were cited by Streit 
in which men shot through the 
chest were back at the front with­ 
in a relatively short time. He said 
cases of osteomyelitis, or bone in­ 
fection, are “down to a mere drib­ 
ble". He recalled that the medical 
center 
has 
successfully 
treated 
three men with small foreign par­ 
ticles in the muscular walls of 
their hearts. 
Despite 
the 
effectiveness 
of 
antibiotics, army medical men em­ 
phasize that they are not “magic” 
and are no substitute for sound 
surgical principles or well-trained 
surgeons. 
They stress the need for con­ 
tinued care in avoiding infections 
in operations. 
Streit declared that much of the 


success in treating wounded men 
in Korea has been due to the pres­ 
ence of trained physicians and 
surgeons in the aid stations and 
hospitals. 
He paid high tribute to 
the value of the training program 
which has been conducted since 
World War II. 
Army surgeons point out that 
antibiotics 
are 
not 
satisfactory' 
where for some reason the infected 
area is inaccessible to them. 
For 
many 
wounded 
men, 
therefore, 
surgery’ is the only answer. 
Hidden Abscess Found 
At least one case has been noted 
w’here a hidden abscess was found 
in the brain of a man who had 
received a head wound. This man 
had bpen treated with one or more 
antibiotics, which saved his life bv 
ki l l i ng g e r m s in his blood stream. 
But the germs walled them>elves 
o ff in the abscess, and would have 
killed him eventually if their ref­ 
uge had remained undiscovered. 
Nevertheless, army doctor credit 
antibiotics with these remarkable 
results: 
1. Saving the lives of a substan­ 
tial percentage of men who other­ 
wise would have died of wounds. 
2 Preventing permanent disabil­ 
ities in many others. 
3. Curbing infections to an ex­ 
tent where definite operations can 
be accomplished sooner, thus re­ 
storing men to health and reducing 
the period of hospitalization. 
4. Making operations 
unneces­ 
sary in numerous instances. 
Physicians marvel at the num­ 
ber of men arriving at the medical 
center with germ-free foreign par­ 
ticles blasted into their bodies 
Little wads of clothing, which 
in the Korean rice paddies became 
literally soaked with germs, have 
been found in men's lungs com­ 
pletely sterilized, a tribute to the 
power of antibiotics.

statements producers and consum­ 
ers will submit before Dec 
11. 
shortly after that Brannan will an­ 
nounce his decision 
Producers and consumers clash­ 
ed head-on at the hearings, as has 
been traditional over the years. 
On the domestic producers' side, 
Robert H. Shields, president of the 
U. S. Beet Sugar Association, said 
that the nation's demands would 
be met by a quota of seven million. 
400.000 tons next year. 
The big industrial sugar users 
were represented by Gordon P. 
Peyton, who urged the department 
to open the doors to more than the 
record eight million. 100,080 tons 
permitted to come into the U. S. 
this year. 
But the industry, Peyton says, 
actually believes that about nine 
million tons of sugar would be 
more likely what is needed 
The agriculture department held 
the hearing as a basis to deter- 
termine the amount of sugar to be 
allowed on the market next year 
with a view to providing adequate 
consumer supplies with fair prices 
for both users and producers. 


The bureau of agricultural eco­ 
nomics reports that the cold wave 
during the past week end caused 
only “light damage" to fresh vege­ 


tables and citrus fruits in Florida 
and Texas. 
The freeze damage to Florida cit­ 
rus is expected to be limited to 
lpw spots and that over-all loss will 
be light. 
Freezes in Texas caused 
some damage to tomatoes, but none 
to citrus. 


The agriculture department says 
that liquid egg production during 
October amounted to almost 10 
million 
pounds, 
compared 
with 
slightly under seven million pounds 
in October, 1949, and the 1944-48 
average of 21 million pounds. 
The quantities of liquid egg used 
for immediate consumption 
dry­ 
ing and freezing were larger last 
month than during October last 
year. 
Dried egg production totaled al­ 
most two million pounds compared 
with 937,000 pounds last year and 
the average of six million pounds. 
Frozen egg production in October 
totaled tour and a half million 
pounds compared with three and a 
half last year.

Cuckoo Clocks Have Been 
Around For A Long Time

NEW YORK — (INS) — Cuckoo 
clocks, like electrical table lamps, 
are accepted by most people as ob­ 
jects of utility, conversation-pieces, 
and design, ^ith little thought 
given to their detailed construction 
and origin. 
Lamps are American in nature; 
they are a product of the gradual 
development of Amercan ingenuity 
and production. 
Cuckoo clocks, 
however, belong to an* industry 
founded in the time of the Thirty 
Years War in the Black Forest 
area of Southern Germany, which 
is still the center of cuckoo clock 
making. 
Most people associate the spe­ 
cial technical skills that mark Ger­ 
mans with their brillance in pro­ 
ducing serious, important precision 
tools, cameras, microscopes, and 
lenses. Few, if any, know that 
similar techniques are employed 
in making the cuckoo clock. 
Simple Design 
Anton Ketterer, of Schoenwald, 
in about 1730-4731, invented the 
first cuckoo clock by adding two 
tiny bellows to the works of the 
then well known Black Forest 
wooden timepieces originally) in­ 
vented in 1640 by the Kreutze 
brothers. The bellows then, as to­ 
day, produced the flute-like cry of 
the little bird. 
The first clocks were very sim­ 
ple, made entirely of wood, the 
material so abundant in the area, 
from which the clockmaker carved 
out by hand the many cogwheels, 
levers, hands and dials. A stone 


served as weight, the regulator 
was a small wooden horizontal 
beam equipped with small weights 
which could be moved to acceler­ 
ate or retard the works. 
Skill and inventive spirit made 
possible i n c r e a s e d production, 
shortly before the beginning of the 
18th century, when Matthias Lof- 
fier, of Gutenbach, invented a de­ 
vice for producing cogwheels in a 
semi-mechanical manner. 
About 
the same time wood was abandon­ 
ed in favor of brass, which made 
possible both an increased pro­ 
duction and more precise clocks. 
On Exhibit 
The Black Forest clock industry 
developed since then so that today 
the total of German production 
amounts to about 16 to 18 million 
timepieces a year, or some 60,000 
every working day. 
Black Forest cuckoo clocks will 
be shown at the First U. S. Inter­ 
national Trade Fair in Chicago this 
month, according to Henri Abt, 
American Director of the Associa­ 
tion for German Export in the 
United States. Abt said the Chi­

CLIPPING COWS HAS MANY 
ADVANTAGES 
As a part of getting the dairy 
herd ready for winter milk pro­ 
duction, many dairymen find that 
clipping cows helps produce clean 
milk with low bacteria count. 
Clipping reduces the amount of 
labor necessary to care for the 
animals, makes it easier to pre­ 
pare cows for milking, helps con 
trol cattle lice, and improves the 
appearance of the herd. 
In clipping cows, start with the 
tail and tailhead. then clip the 
udder, belly, and hocks, and finally 
clip the flanks. If lice control is 
a problem, clip along the back 
bone. Clipping helps fit animals 
for shows and «tables dairymen 
to present cattle to advantage to 
prospective buyers. 


STORE FARM MACHINERY 
WELL AND SAVE MONEY 
One of the marks of a good far­ 
mer is proper storage of machin­ 
ery and in this regard, farmers of 
Lawrence County do a pretty good 
job. With the trend toward more 
heavy machinery on the farm, and 
higher prices for all kinds of 
equipment, care of these machines 
becomes urgent. 
Proper winter storage prolongs 
the life of farm machines, holds 


down repair costs, and releases 
time and labor for other farm ac­ 
tivities. 
Blocking 
up 
machines 
takes the weight off rubber tires. 
Sunlight, oil. and grease are harm­ 
ful to tires. 
Combine, binder, and baler can­ 
vasses may be damaged by rats or 
insects unless put in a safe place. 
Plowshears and cultivator sweeps 
need a good coat of water-resistant 
grease to prevent rust and pitting. 
Another effective way to head 
off damage by rust is to cover un 
painted parts and bearing surfaces 
with the drying type of rust pre 
ventive. This form of rust pre 
ventive comes as a liquid and dries 
with a hard surface. 
Kerosene and hot water may be 
used to clean sprockets, roller 
chains, and other parts of the ma 
chine that use grease. After the 
clean surfaces are dry the rust 
preventive can be applied at once 
and it will stay on until the ma 
chine is used next year. 
Machines with wooden parts, 
particularly, need winter protec­ 
tion. 
Wooden manure spreader 
boxes will be less affected by win­ 
ter weather if the wood is coated 
with a preservative, qualities. The 
preservative keeps the wooden box

Today’s lesson is based entirely 
upon Paul’s letters to his friends 
•—Romans, Corinthians and P hil­ 
ippians. 
Paul tells his friends in the con­ 
gregations of three cities— Rome, 
Corinth and Philippi— what he 
considers a Christian life should 
be. It is no idle existence, for 
Paul believed (and practiced) ac­ 
tivity. 
His whole life, after his 
conversion, was one of the great­ 
est 
devotion 
and 
activity 
in 
C hrist’s work. 
This w riter heard a talk the 
other day by a man—a success­ 
ful industrialist— in which he said 
it was wrong to think of labor as 
a 
curse. 
It 
was 
one 
of 
m an’s 
greatest blessings— and it is. 
The old saying of Isaac Watts. 
English divine. “Satan finds some 
mischief still for idle hands to 
do.’’ is true as true. Few busy 
people are altogether unhappy, no 
m atter 
what 
their 
misfortune. 
Few idle ones are entirely happy, 
no m atter what their good for­ 
tune. 
Even quite small children can 
realize the truth of this. If they 
slight the little tasks their mother, 
fath er or teacher gives them, they , 
are not joyful; but have a feeling 
of guilt. But if their small tasks ^ 
are done, not only promptly, but j 
cheerfully, they feel satisfied and 
happy. 
First Paul beseeches his breth­ 
ren to give themselves wholly to 
G od— their bodies as well as their 
souls. 
Then 
whatever tasks 
are 
assigned 
to them, 
according 
to 
th eir abilities, to do them cheer­ 
fully. No m atter how humble the 
task might be. to do it well. 
“ For I say, through the grace 
that was given me, to every man 
that is among you, not to think 
of himself more highly than he 
ought to think; but so to think as 
to think soberly, according as God 
hath dealt to each man a m eas­ 
ure of faith ” 
Every man, woman and child 
has certain gifts. Some may not 
be of a very high order, but all 
may be used for the bettering of 
the world and daily living. And 
if one succeeds greatly at what­ 
ever his task, he should remind 
himself of 
P a u ls warning, 
and 
try to be humble— not to think 
too 
highly 
of 
himself, 
but 
to 
study his particular abilit.es. and 
then do the best he can in m eek­ 
ness of spirit. 
As Paul wrote to the Romans, 
“ Having then gifts differing ac­ 
cording to the grace that is given 
to us. w hether prophecy, let us 
prophesy 
according to the 
pro­ 
portion of faith: or ministry, let 
us wait in our ministering: or he 
that teacheth, on teaching. Or he 
th at exhorteth. on exhortation; he 
that giveth. let him do it with 
simplicity; 
he that ruleth, with

diligence; he that sheweth mercy, 
w'ith cheerfulness.” 
In other words, in the words of 
our Memory Verse: “ Whatsoever 
thy hand findeth to do; do it with 
thy might.” 
To the Corinthians he worte of 
the poverty and suffering of the 
brethren in Jerusalem, and urged 
them to help their fellow Chris­ 
tians there. Very tactfully Paul 
spoke 
of 
the 
liberality 
of 
the 
people of Macedonia, who w ere 
not rich, hut gave liberally. First 
they “gave their own selves to 
God” and then ministered “to the 
saints.” 
They could prove the sincerity 
of their love, so Paul wrote, by 
helping 
those 
who 
needed 
aid. 
This giving to your church or to 
the worthy causes that come to 
your attention, is “acceptable to 
the Lord.” 
When Paul wrote to the Corin­ 
thians he was free, but when he 
sent his appeal to the Philippians 
he was again in prison, nearing 
the 
end 
of 
his 
life. 
He wrote 
them of his companion, Epaphro- 
ditus, whom he was sending to 
them. 
He knew they had heard he had 
been sick “unto death ” He had 
recovered, however, and Paul sug­ 
gested 
that 
they 
would 
receive 
him with joy, “that I may be less 
sorrowful.” 
The last reference we have in 
our lesson is a letter of thanks to 
these same Philippians, for gifts 
which they had sent him <of food 
and clothing, it is presumed), by 
this same Epaphroditus. “an odor 
of a sweet smell, a sacrifice ac­ 
ceptable. well pleasing to God.”

How City Manager Plan 
Of Government Operates 


FOOD ARRIVES IN YUGOSLAVIA 


(By JAMES P. CALDWELL) 
< 
ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.,'Nov. 26 
-—Most people have heard of the 
City Manager Plan of Govern­ 
ment, but few are familiar with its 
provisions. As St. Petersburg has 
operated under this plan for many 
years, I have made some inquiries 
as to what citizens think of it. Gen­ 
erally speaking, the system runs 
smoothly, and citizens seem to be 
well satisfied. 
The plan was adopted here in 
1931. 
Population of the city was 
then 40.425. Today the permanent 
population is given as 100,000. Dur­ 
ing the tourist season, it runs up 
to 150,000. 
Since its inception 
there has been no effort on the 
part of the electorate to change 
the system. 
Non-partisan Elections 
During the almost thirty year 
period, there have been six dif­ 
ferent city managers, the present 
head being, Ross E. Winfom. The 
set-up consists of a council, elected 
ctf a non-partisan ticket. 
That is, 
JDemocrats and Republicans vote 
without regard to party. 
In St. 
Petersburg there are six wards, 
or districts as they are called here. 
Each district is entitled to one 
councilman, 
and 
a 
seventh is 
elected at large—that is, all six dis­ 
tricts vote for him. 
The council 
elect one of their number, mayor, 
usually the candidate elected at 
large. 
All serve without salary, 
but a fund is provided out of which 
a councilman can be reimbursed 
for any expense he may incur. 
How Manafer Is Chosen 
The mayor is recognized as the 
official head of the city. The city 
manager is appointed by the mayor 
and council, and his salary fixed 
by them. The council also appoints 
a city attorney, and a judge of the 
municipal court. 
Candidates for office get on the 
ballot by petition, filed with the 
mayor and council, •at least ten 
days before the primary election. 
The petitions must recite that the 
candidate is not a nominee of any 
political party. At least two can­ 
didates for council can be nomi­ 
nated for each precinct of the city, 
and two at large. 
Electors vote 
for one at the general election. Bal­ 
lots are without party mark. 
Barred As Manager 
No councilman can be chosen as 
city manager during his term of 
office. The man to be chosen city 
manager, does not necessarily have 
to be a resident of the city or state, 
but may be brought from any­ 
where. He is elected by the council 
for an indefinite term, and is re­ 
movable for cause at any time. 
The city manager has the power 
to appoint all heads and members 
of the various departments of the 
city, such, 
as 
police, 
firemen, 
streets, and other divisions. 
The 
manager also has the power of re­ 
moval of such employees. All ap­ 
pointments are for indefinite terms. 
No Wire Pulling 
Neither the city council, individ­ 
ually or collectively, can direct or 
request the appointment of any 
person to, or his removal from, of­ 
fice by the city manager, except by 
the filing of written petitions. 
Neither the city council, nor any 
member, is permitted to give or­ 
ders to any subordinate or officer' 
in the city. Any violation of this 
provisions by a member of city 
council is deemed a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction he forfeits his 
office, the city manager is given 
complete power to create or dis­ 
continue any city department. He 
also fixes all salaries and wages 
of employees of the city. All pur­ 
chases of supplies are made by him, 
subject to rules as to competition. 
The chief advantages claimed for 
city management, is that it takes 
city government out of partisan 
politics, and provides trained and 
experienced management of city 
affairs.

AN INCENSED FEELING that had its roots in a recent incident at 
the old Keystone Ordnance Works has stirred Crawford County Sports­ 
men into action, according to »Ion Yancey who writes “Calvacade of 
Sports” in the Greenville Record-Argus. 
Irked over so-called “hunting 
privileges," on the KOW lake, the neighbor count ians deemed it neces­ 
sary to investigate all angles of special duck hunting privileges granted 
out-of-county nimrods. The investigation stemmed from a report that at 
least eight duck hunters from New' Castle and Ellwood City recently 
made a haul at the KOW lake, which serves as a “stop-over” for ducks 
in the Crawford County area. The 4.800 acre government-owned KOW 
tract is in Greenwood Township along Route 19. 
The haul revealed 
that the nimrods bagged 25 ducks and seven coots when checked by 
a game protector on the government-owned land, which is posted 
against trespassing. The hunters, who possessed “special” duck permits 
issued in Washington, D. C.. were within their limit. Observers have 
stated there are as many as 2,000 ducks in the 20-acre area at times. 
State Game Commission officers have no jurisdiction over hunting on 
federal government-owned reservations. And duck hunting requires a 
special waterfowl stamp which costs two bucks. 
“The Crawford 
count ians are highly incensed over the w hole affair inasmuch as they 
pay for an extra waterfowl stamp, and are not afforded extra ‘special’ 
hunting privileges.” one spoils leader reported. The Philadelphia divi­ 
sional office leader in charge declared his office has no jurisdiction 
over the matter, and “higher-ups” in the nation's capitol issued the 
permits. The concensus of opinion of Crawford County sportspnen bor­ 
ders on the theory, “if KOW is to be closed to hunting, close it to 
everybody. If it ¿s to be open, open it up to everybody” 
The matter 
is being bandied about with the Crawford County’s Sportsmen’s Coun­ 
cil. and aired by game protectors and legal counsel. Whatever action 
is taken will be referred to the Northwest Division of the state game 
commission. Also under fire before the recent Crawford County Sports­ 
men’s Council was a question to ban fishing at the Pymatuning Lake 
causeway. . . . The band might be the outgrowth of three accidents, 
including one fatality, olf the causeway during the past summer. . . . 
Pymatuning Sportsmen’s club directors will probably act on a resolu­ 
tion asking that causeway fishing be banned, and then forward ii on for 
county council action.

"This calls for the fomulating of 
plans for dealing with an entire 
new situation—a situation entirely 
different than when North Ko­ 
reans invaded South Korea."

world admitted today that theie is 
•‘great discontent” in the Soviet 
Union and predicted a civil war 
will follow Premier Stalin s death.

identified by name, is a Soviet citi­ 
zen resident in Britain. He is not a 
refugee; he is not in exile. He has 
just returned from a trip to Mos­ 
cow to visit his father, a high-rank­ 
ing Soviet citizen.

Fatalities On 
Rural Highways 
Show Increase 
HARRISBURG, Nov. 30—Fatali­ 
ties on Pennsylvania rural high­ 
ways. as compared with 1949. show­ 
ed an increase of two for the first 
10 months of 1950, according to a 
report from state police headquar­ 
ters today. 
There were 755 fatalities on ru­ 
ral highways from January through 
October. 1950, while 753 persons 
were killed during those months in 
1949. 
“According to data gathered by 
the National Safety Council ” said 
Colonel C. M. Wilhelm, state po­ 
lice commissioner, “the trend in a 
large number of states has been 
upward. 
It is hoped that with the 
cooperation and earnest efforts of 
all concerned. Pennsylvania's rec­ 
ord will show a decrease through­ 
out the rem ainder of the year.” 
In October. 1950, there were 
97 deaths on rural roads, as com­ 
pared with 95 in the same month 
last year.
